ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 
T. P. “SKIPPER” HEARD 


_ An automobile manufacturer once coined a phrase to advertise 
its product that caught the fancy of the public and has been per- 
petuated through the years—“When better automobiles are built— 


Borrowing that phrase and transplanting a few words, one 
can easily get a thumbnail sketch of LSU’s athletic director. For 
its an established fact that “When more attractive” schedules are 
built, Thomas P. “Red” Heard will certainly build them. 


The fiery, aggressive red-head, working constantly on the 
theory that the public likes to see good football each week, has 
avoided pushowers and warm-up games like the plague. The 
net result has formulated itself into Louisiana State University’s 
biggest asset — its reputation of playing one of the toughest 
nes year in and year out, of any major school in the United 
tates. 


This seemingly radical method of operation has been directly 
responsible for Louisiana State’s well-balanced, self-supporting 
athletic program and has gained for the “Skipper” a reputation of 
being one of the top men in his field in the United States. 


But Heard’s abilities do not stop there. His record as an 
administrator and as a champion for the improvement of inter- 
collegiate athletics stands unchallenged. His colleagues through- 


out the nation seek “The Skipper’s” advice and opinion on new 
methods and practices already tested at “The Ole War Skule”. 
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Since Heard, a native of Pitkin, La. took over as athletic 
director in 1932, the Tigers have been elevated from a classification 
of “poor relations” in the SEC to a position now envied by LSU 
supporters and opponents, alike. During his 21-year tenure at 
the helm, Louisiana State has developed an athletic plant second 
to none in the nation — and it’s still growing. Tiger teams have 
won as many conference championships as all the other schools 
combined, and through it all, LSU’s athletic program has been 
entirely self-supporting. 

The physical plant that Heard has developed includes a 45,000- 
capacity football stadium, currently being expanded to a mam- 
mouth 68,000-capacity oval-shaped bowl; a 12,500 seat coliseum 
for basketball and boxing (LSU is the only SEC school to field 
a boxing team); a miniature big-league baseball park (complete 
with lights) that can seat 4,500; an 88-room, all-new athletic 
dormitory, and an 18-hole golf course that would put many mu- 
nicipal courses to shame. 

After serving in the Navy in World War I, Heard came to 
LSU to continue his education. It was while he was attending 
LSU that the “Skipper” first became exposed to the athletic pro- 
gram which he was to build. He was football manager as a 
student in 1925, became graduate manager in 1926 and took over 
as director of the department of athletics in 1932. 

As a graduate manager in 1931, he helped introduce night 
football at LSU, a venture that has led to increased attendance 
and income for the athletic department. Later, his efforts largely 
helped keep the SEC alive during the man-power-less years of 
World War II. 

The “Skipper” has never been one to pick soft touches in 
any sport. Tiger football, basketball, boxing, track, baseball, 
tennis and golf teams have performed from coast to coast — and 
only against the best opposition to be found. 

It would take a long, hard search to find a schedule builder 
of Heard’s caliber. The Bengals’ 1953 slate, with 11 rugged op- 
ponents on tap, is another in a long-line of what might be termed 
“The fans delight — the coach’s fright.”

COACH 
GAYNELL “GUS” TINSLEY 


Living proof that figures do lie is LSU football coach Gaynell 
Charles “Gus” Tinsley. His five year record at Tigertown of 
25 wins, 24 losses and three ties in regular season play looks 
far from impressive and almost obscures the fine coaching job 
turned in by this LSU Alumnus since he took over the Bengals’ 
football fortunes in 1948. 


But his associates and colleagues in the coaching profession 
know and respect “Gus” as a keen strategist who’ll knock your 
ears down if you take him too lightly. 


_ At least two-thirds of the victories gained by the Tigers since 
Tinsley became boss have confounded the experts and have left 
outstanding ball clubs sadder but much wiser for their experience. 
Twice in five seasons he has provided the biggest “shocker” of 
the year. Sadly lacking in material all the way through, he has 
probably done more with less than any coach in the land. In 
1949, he led a 10th place ball club through a series of astounding 
upsets that saw his team beat the champions of three conferences 
and gain a berth in the Sugar Bowl. Again in 1951, he mustered 
together a combination of players from a supposedly pathetic 
roster and gained for them the ranking of the most successful team 
in America. And if Mr. Tinsley’s two-year cycle continues, the 


1953 combination may provide a few surprises before the season 
is over. 


Sportswriters and radio representatives have found “Gus” a 
refreshing personality on the grid scene. In an age of alibis 
and crying towels, Tinsley has ignored these accepted tools of the 
profession, asking and giving no quarter and settling each issue 
on the football field. 


Raised on a farm between the towns of Homer and Haynesville, 
Tinsley was imbued with the belief that a man’s word is his trade 
mark, and has followed that philosophy throughout his coaching 
career. The frank and honest manner of the Tiger Boss has gained 
almost as much notoriety as his football teams. 


After his high school days at Homer high, Tinsley came to 
LSU on a baseball scholarship, tried out for football, and promptly 
became the school’s greatest football player. 


He paced the Tiger gridders to the Southeastern Conference 
championship in 1935 and 1936, winning unanimous All-America 
honors at his end position for both seasons. As a professional 
with the Chicago Cardinals for two seasons, he gained All-Pro 
honors both campaigns. When he retired from active play in 
1939, it was the general consensus that Gus was the greatest 
defensive end that the game had ever seen. 


Tinsley launched his coaching career at his alma mater in 
1939 tutoring the ends under Coach Bernie Moore. He entered 
the Navy in 1942, received a medical discharge later and went io 
Haynesville High where he guided the grid fortunes of that school 
until he rejoined Moore’s staff at Tigertown in 1945. He coached 
Tiger ends until the spring of 1948 when he was elevated to the 
head coaching job after Moore resigned to become SEC com- 
missioner. 


1948 was a rather gloomy season for LSU, but the three 
victories that the Tigers did manage, all upsets, set the pettern 
for which Tinsley-coached teams were to become famous. The 
1949 team represented one of the most fabulous coaching jobs ever 
produced anywhere. That was the year that Tinsley took a group 
of average players and moulded them into a unit that rose from 
the cellar to the Sugar Bowl in one season. 


His 1950 team broke even against a “killer” schedule, and his 
1951 team, for which pre-season prognosticators fortold a black 
future, won seven games and was picked by national authority 
Deke Houlgate as “the most successful football team in America”. 
For his efforts, Tinsley has been given such honors as Coach of 
the Year in the Southeastern Conference and, Coach of the Week 
in the nation. 


Aside from his material contributions, Tinsley, the individual, 
has been good for the game. His friendliness, sincerity and 
modesty, his 6-3, 225-pound frame and rugged good looks form a 
lasting impression on all who meet him. Never a suave character, 
the Bengal boss has worked himself into an extremely capable 
after dinner speaker. His only vices are cokes and cigars, both 
of which have become a Tinsley trademark. 


Fishing, hunting and tending cattle on his farm take up 
Tinsley’s leisure time. And you can be sure that his charming 
wife and two children, Annell, age six and Gaynell, Jr., age three, 
get their share of attention. 


ASSISTANT COACHES 


PERRY MOSS 


Student and teacher. Those two words 
could easily describe Louisiana State 
backfield coach Perry Moss, former All- 
America quarterback at the University of 
Illinois and one of the leading young 
tacticians in the grid game today. Moss joined the LSU staff in 
February of 1952, and observers who watched the results of one- 
season’s work by the Oklahoma native all agree that Perry Moss 
is a capable teacher. The important thing that the observers 
don’t know, however, is that Moss, who holds a Master’s Degree 
in physical education with specialization in football films, is a 
keen student of the game. He spends long hours at the projector 
in search of methods to improve the Tiger grid team. A likeable 
personality has endeared Moss to Tiger players and a deep respect 
for his knowledge has retained and strengthened the bond. Moss 
began his grid career in his native Tulsa under Coach Henry 
Frnka in 1944. After one season he entered the Air Force, being 
discharged in 1946. As a civilian again, Perry enrolled at Illinois 
and quarterbacked Ray Eliot’s Illini to Big Ten and Rose Bowl 
championships. Moss’ honors include All-American and All-Big 
Ten and the national sportsmanship award of the Boston Gridiron 
Club in 1947. After spending the 1948 season as a quarterback 
for Curly Lambeau’s Green Bay Packers, he returned to Illinois 
as freshman backfield coach where he served during the 1949 
campaign. He went to the University of Washington in 1950 as 
backfield coach under Howie Odell and helped develop the great 
Hugh McElhenny. He was serving in that capacity when he 
joined Tinsley’s staff last year. Moss’ brother, Les, is a catcher 
for the St. Louis Browns of the American League. Perry, 27, is 
married and has a son, C. E. age 2%. 


CHARLES McCLENDON 


Good lines are built on hard work and 
a keen knowledge of fundamentals, and 
to bring hoth to Tiger linemen this year 
LSU officials have secured the services of 
Charles Y. “Charley” McClendon, a rela- 
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tive newcomer to the coaching game who after one year’s service 
at Vanderbilt was called “one of the finest line coaches in the 
profession”, by Vandy mentor Bill Edwards. A tireless worker 
possessing the ability to put plans into action, the ever-smiling 
McClendon should prove a valuable addition to the Tiger staff. 
Packing 210-pounds on a 6-2 frame, the 29-year-old line coach first 
gained recognition by his work as a defensive end on Bear Bryant’s 
great Kentucky combines of 1949 and 1950. He stayed on as an 
assistant freshman coach at Kentucky in 1951 after he had received 
his Master’s Degree in School Administration in 1950. McClendon 
finished high school in his native Lewisville, Ark. in 1941. He was 
employed by the Phillips Petroleum Company in the geo-physical 
department until 1943 when he enlisted in the Navy. After his dis- 
charge three years later he enrolled in Magnolia Junior College 
(Arkansas) where he participated in athletics for two years, gain- 
ing his first grid experience after taking a basketball scholarship. 
Kentucky followed his graduation from Magnolia and Coach Mac 
continued his athletic work under Bryant. In 1952 he accepted 
the defensive line coaching position at Vanderbilt where he furth- 
ered his reputation of being a fine teacher. Everywhere this jovial 
Scotch-Irishman has been he’s left behind nothing but favorable 
impressions and multitudes of friends. The average fan likes him, 
professional men admire and respect him, and LSU has him. Coach 
McClendon is. married and is the father of a daughter, Dolores 
Kaye, 3%. 


ABNER WIMBERLY 


If Abner Wimberly enjoys half the suc- 
cess coaching that he did playing the 
game, ther’ LSU ends should be able to 
handle any situation at any time. Because 
that’s just the way that this LSU Alumnus, 
making He coaching debut with the Tigers this year, has always 
been and that’s just the way his pupils will have to play it. Classi- 
fied as one of LSU’s all-time football greats, this native of Oak 
Ridge, La., has always liked it when the going was roughest. And 
many opponents who underestimated this peaceful-looking citizen 
have awakened with lumps for their lesson and a high regard for 
his ability. Wimberly first, appeared on the Tiger campus in 1943 
and played regular end for the Bengals that year. A combination 
of salt air and the desire to serve his country beckoned Ab to the 
Navy that same year. The next 22 months of his life were pretty- 
well occupied, especially the 14 months spent overseas. Wimberly 
returned to LSU in 1946 and for three seasons held down a starting 
end position. He captained the 1948 Tiger team and was named 
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to the post-season All-Southeastern Conference team his senior 
year, participating both in the Blue-Gray game and in the All-Star- 
Professional clash in Chicago. Professional football enrolled the 
services of Ab in 1949 when he played end for the Los Angeles 
Dons. A transfer in 1950 sent him to Green Bay where he owned 
an end position for three years, being name to the professional All- 
Star team last year. The 27-year-old Wimberly is a magnificent 
physical specimen, standing 6-1 and weighing 205 pounds. He is 
married to a former classmate and they have a daughter, Lynn, 
age 14 months. 


CECIL ISBELL 


One of LSU’s newest assistants, Cecil 
Isbell, brings to Tigertown a proud herit- 
age in the game of football. One might 
say that Isbell to football is like Sterling 

=o to silver—the association is as strong for 
one as the other. Assigned to work with Perry Moss in teaching 
Tiger backs, LSU could have hardly secured a better authority than 
this former Purdue All-American and Green Bay All-Professional 
experienced coach. The famous Isbell family, in addition to Cecil, 


has produced such stars as Larry, the Baylor All-American, Cody, 


another Purdue star, and A. W., Jr., who romped for Rice. Cecil, a 
native Texan, received his high school education at Sam Houston in 
Houston before migrating to the midwest to continue his studies and 
his football at Purdue. Those years, from 1934 to 1938, produced 
some pretty good Purdue teams and at least one All-American—left 
halfback Cecil Isbell. A fine passing arm perpetuated Isbell’s fame in 
the professional ranks when he teamed with the great Don Hutson 
at Green Bay to set passing records that still stand. 1943 found 
Isbell returning to his alma mater to take over the head coaching 
reins and the new coach promptly produced an undefeated, united 
Boilermaker team his first year. He remained at Purdue through 
1946 and then moved back into the professional ranks by organiz- 
ing and coaching the Baltimore Colts of the now defunct All- 
America Conference. He had the opportunity at Baltimore to 
further the football education of one of LSU’s brightest stars, Y. A. 
Tittle. The 37-year-old strategist moved over to the Chicago 
Cardinals as backfield coach in 1950 and stayed through 1951. He 
went back to Texas in 1952 and served on the staff of the Dallas 
Texans, meeting three more ex-Tigers—Zollie Toth, Joe Reid and 
Billy Baggett. After serving as visiting coach this spring, Isbell 
was added to the permanent staff. 


WILL WALLS 


Should Will Walls, one of the newest 
coaches signed by the Tigers this year, 
bring to LSU any measure of the success 
he has enjoyed at previous coaching jobs, 
then Bengal fans may look hopefully to 
the coming campaign. His work at Kilgore Junior College was 
nothing short of phenomenal as witness his 29-2 record over a 
three-year span at that institution. Possessing a wealth of experi- 
ence, Walls’ record shows good work at every coaching position 
he’s taken since his collegiate days when he was a three-sport star 
at TCU. While doing his chores for the Horned Frogs, Walls was 
on the opposite side of the line from Tiger Head Coach Gaynell 
Tinsley in the 1936 Sugar Bowl game. The 38-year-old veteran of 
the coaching ranks will work with Charlie McClendon in tutoring 
Bengal linemen. Following his graduation from TCU in 1937, 
Walls played professional football with the New York Giants until 
1943, with a one year leave of absence from the pro ranks in 1940 
during which time he coached the Denton, Texas high school team. 
In 1944 he enlisted in the Navy and in 1949 he was player-coach 
of the US Naval Training Center team at San Diego, Calif. He be- 
came head coach and athletic director at Kilgore Junior College, 
Kilgore, Texas in 1946 following his return to civilian like and 
his record there proved his merits as a fine tactician. His 1946 
team inaugurated the Little Rose Bowl game at Pasedena, Calif. 
Walls became head coach at Copus Christi Junior College in 1949 
and in 1952 he was named to the staff of the professional Dallas 
Texans. He also served as coach of the All-America High School 
(West) team from 1949-1951. His talents weren’t limited to foot- 
ball, however. In addition to the grid game he has seen service 
as a professional baseballer and as an actor in two Hollywood 
movies, the most famous of which was “Thirty Seconds over 
Tokyo.” Walls is married and the father of a son, 11 years and a 
daughter, age 8. 


FRESHMAN COACH 
Clarence M. “Pop” Strange 


Louisiana State’s freshmen footballers 
could hardly hope to have a more com- 
petent teacher than the Bengals’ newest 
tutor, Clarence M. “Pop” Strange, ex- 
LSU star and one of the most experienced 
mentors in the grid business.

Strange, a member of the fabulous team which produced All- 
American Gaynell Tnsley in 1935-36, makes his re-entry into the 
coaching ranks at his alma mater after an absence of a year 
from the profession. 


Tinsley’s ex-teammate is also returning to ‘ligertown after 
missing from the LSU scene for eight years. 

The likeable coach brings to LSU’s frosh a weath of experience 
in the teaching ranks. Following his graduation from LSU in 1937, 
he took a coaching post at Bolton High School in Alexandria. One 
year later he moved over to Hammond High where he coached 
for three years. The college ranks then called and he moved to 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute at Lafayette where he served on 
the staff of the institution for one year before moving back to 
LSU as an assistant under Bernie Moore for three years. 


Strange then teamed up with another LSU grid great, Arthur 
“Slick” Morton at VMI for the 1947 and 1948 seasons before moving 
over to Mississippi State for the 1949 campaign. He retired from 
the coaching ranks in 1951 and has been with an insurance firm in 
Starkville, Miss., since. 


MARTY BROUSSARD 
Athletic Trainer 


In the re-entry into the era of football 
iron-men, LSU’s athletic trainer, Marty 
Broussard, will have further opportunity 
to prove why he has gained the reputation 
of being one of the most highly-regarded 
men in his profession. Acting as a year-round dietician, doctor 
and foster father to the Ole War Skule’s athletes, the likeable 
Frenchman from Abbeville, La., plays a major role in the success 
of the University’s athletic program. His training room technique 
rates as second to none in the nation and his concern for an injured 
athlete may be likened to that of the family doctor. His consci- 
entious nature and professional ability were largely responsible 
for the surprising prosperity enjoyed by LSU’s 1949 and 1951 foot- 
ball teams. Many of Broussard’s student assistants at the Univer- 
sity have graduated into positions as outstanding trainers in Lou- 
isiana’s high schools. Marty first became exposed to training work 
while starring in baseball and track at Tigertown in the early 
forties. He served Uncle Sam for a year at the start of World 
War II but returned to the University with a medical discharge 
in 1943. He was a pitching standout on the 1944 baseball team and 
later went on to pitch for Birmingham of the Southern Association 
during the off season. Marty’s prowess as a track star is recorded 
in the SEC record book which shows that his 15-point total was 
tops in the SEC meet in 1944. Marty left LSU to take over as 
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trainer at Florida in 1946 and moved to a similar post at Texas 
A & M in 1947. He returned to his alma mater in 1948 and is start- 
ing his seventh year on the job for the Tigers. Marty’ is married 
and is the father of a daughter, Kathryn, age 6, and a son, Marty, 
Jr, age 3%: 


HARRY RABENHORST 
Assistant Athletic Director 


One of the busiest men on the LSU 
campus throughout each year is Harry 
Rabenhorst, the dean of Tiger coaches 
who begins his 28th year as a member of 
the Louisiana State coaching staff this fall. 
He serves as assistant athletic director, basketball and baseball 
coach. His 25th LSU basketball team took the SEC title last winter, 
captured the Sugar Bowl hoop title and went to the finals of the 
NCAA tournament in Kansas City. The past summer he was 
named to the Helms Athletic Foundation Basketball Hall of Fame 
and his overall basketball record, as a result of last year’s 24 wins 
and three losses soared to an excellent 304 wins and 210 losses. 
Harry, a native of Baton Rouge, played his college ball at Wake 
Forest, setting a punting record (115 yards) that still stands and 
winning a place on the school’s all-time team. He also holds the 
unique distinction of serving as head coach of the Deacons while 
he was still a sophomore performer. Raby began his coaching 
career at the Greensboro, N.C. high school in 1922, spent three years 
at the New Mexico Military Academy and then joined the LSU staff 


in 1925 as an assistant under Mike Donahue. He served as an as- 
sistant under Donahue, Russ Cohen, Biff Jones and Bernie Moore 
from 1925 to 1946, when he was made assistant athletic director. 
Except for a three-year hitch in the Navy during World War II 
he’s coached every LSU cage and diamond squad since 1926. Raben- 
horst-coached teams have won four conference basketball crowns, 
a Sugar Bowl title and the national cage championship in 1935. In 
addition, his baseball teams have captured two league titles. His 
overall baseball record shows 208 wins and 203 losses. Raben- 
horst is married.

Running Game—The Bengals showed signs of passing attack 
last year, but an injury to first-string quarterback Norman Stevens 
put a damper to that phase of the game. Stevens has now grad- 
uated and unless one of the other quarterbacks come along mighty 
fast, the Bengals will have to rely on their running game again. 
With the switchback to the single-platoon system, the Tigers find 
themselves with several good boys who can go both ways. Such 
men as George Brancato and Charley Oakley at the halves and 
Jerry Marchand at fullback, looked mighty good in spring drills. 
But a lack of depth in the race horse ranks may stymie the Tigers’ 
offensive hopes. Other than the trio mentioned, several boys on 
hand can move the ball well, but their defensive potential is un- 
known. Fullback Russ Gautreaux, with a better than four yards 
per try average last year is back as is Al Doggett, the fiery com- 
petitor who will alternate at quarterback and halfback this year. 
A couple of freshmen, 235-pound Lou Deutschmann and quarter- 
back Win Turner, could vrovide a lot of answers, but only time 
will tell. 


Passing Game—As mentioned, the Tigers’ first string quarter- 
back of last year, Norman Stevens, has gone the way of all 
graduates, and his position is now open for debate. Junior Cliff 
Stringfield apparently has the inside track but his authority will 
be questioned by versatile Al Doggett and Win Turner, the afore- 
mentioned freshman. The Tigers’ leading pass receiver, end Jim 
Mitchell is back for duty as are most favorite targets of the past 
two years. Joe Tuminello, the frosh sensation of last year, will no 
doubt grab his share of aerials as will newromers Richard Desonier 
and Don Weydert. Overall, the Tiger passing game should improve 
through experience. 


Punting Game—Al Doggett, who had better than a 39-yard 
average last year, will handle the punting chores along with Cliff 
Stringfield. 


Extra Points and Kickoffs—Stringfield, who did both so well 
for the past two years, will manage both again this year. 


Safety Men—Either George Brancato or Charley Oakley, both 
offensive halfbacks, will work the safety position this year. 


Signal Callers—Offensive signals will be called by the quarter- 
back. Defensive signals will be called by the center in the game 
on defense.

There’s one thing certain about Louisi- 
ana State’s October 31 meeting with the 
Ole Miss Rebs in Tiger Stadium. The Ben- 
gals should at least be able to meet the 
Rebs on slightly more even terms than 
last year when Johnny Vaught’s Sugar- 
Bowl-bound team spanked Coach Gus 
Tinsley’s crew 28-0 in Oxford. 

The Rebels have lost the services of 25 
lettermen from last year’s undefeated (in 
regular season play) team, among whom 
were nine of 11 offensive starters and five 
of 11 defensive first stringers. But don’t 
let the numbers mislead, because the Rebel 
stockpile is still pretty-well supplied with 
football talent. Returning for duty this 
year will be three top-flight ball carriers, 
namely Harold Lofton, Allen Muirhead 
and Lee Pasley, center Ed Beatty and de- 
fensive bulwarks Crawford Mims, Edd 
Tate Parker, Jackie Reed and Pete Mang- 
um. Vaught’s particular problem, at pres- 
ent, seems to be finding an adequate re- 
placement for quarterback star Jimmy 
“King” Lear and All-American tackle Kline 
Gilbert, not to mention linemen Marvin 
Trauth, end James Mask and_ tackle 
Charles Montgomery. In spite of the losses 
an air of optimism is prevalent in the 
Rebel camp, where coaches admit that 
their charges should finish in the “upper 
bracket” of the SEC. Because of the 
losses and the limited substitution rule it 
is likely that the Rebs will be well into 
September rehersals before Coach Vaught 
assembles a first-string lineup. His plan 
of action will probably call for one stout 
defensive unit versed adequately on of- 
fense and a pair of offensive units, with 
all parts interchangable. As far as the 
series, which dates back to 1894, goes, the 
Tigers hold a 25-14-1 edge, thanks to a 
supremacy streak from 1915 to 1938. The 
lone tie didn’t happen until 1951.

A new coach with a graduation-depleted 
squad might look like easy pickings to 
some men in the trade, but Coach Gay- 
nell Tinsley doesn’t fall into that category 
where the University of Tennessee is con- 
cerned. And it’s a good sign of sound 
coaching logic, too, because even though 
Tennessee will be operating under a new 
coach this year, Harvey Robinson, and 
has lost many stars through graduation, 
they’re still Tennessee, and no one can 
afford to take the Vols lightly at any 
time. Coach Robinson points out that in 
the past two years the Vols have lost 36 
men without adequate replacements to 
counteract the losses. But backs Pat 
Shires, Pat Oleksiak, Jimmy Wade, Bill 
Barbish, Hal Hubbard, Ray Byrd and Ted 
Schwanger along with linemen Mack 
Franklin, Bob Fisher and Roger Rotroff 
tend to bellie the new Tennessee boss’ 
pessimism. Twenty-nine lettermen return- 
ing should form a pretty fair nucleus for 
the 1953 Tennessee team. In fact, last 
year’s starting tailback in the Vol single- 
wing, Pat Shires, is now third man on 
the totem pole at that position. Coach 
Robinson views the defensive picture with 
tearful eyes, remembering that last year’s 
success hinged on the superb performance 
of the defensive unit, the key members 
of which have played their final game for 
Tennessee. The Vol team this year is 
scheduled to be much smaller than its pre- 
decessors and certainly much smaller than 
most teams that they face. But even the 
loss of two All-Americans and five All- 
Conference players shouldn’t give too 
much comfort to Tennessee opponents. 
Guard, center and wingback positions 
seem to be the pre-season weak spots in 
the Tennessee armor with these positions 
slated to be filled by untried sophomores 
and freshmen. Tackles Bob Fisher and 


Darris McCord should help bolster the 


forward wall. Linebacker and blocking 
back Bill Barbish is the Vols’ personal 
choice for national honors.

MIKE THE TIGER 


One of the nation’s best travelled and most visited football 
mascots, Mike the Tiger, will be wearing his 18th letter at Louis- 
iana State this saeson. 


The 450-pound Royal Bengal tiger has travelled throughout 
the nation and into every city and town in Louisiana. In his 
$3,500 cage across from mammoth Tiger Stadium, he plays host 
to some 50,000 visitors annually. 

Long before Mike arrived on the campus in 1936, however, the 
cognomen “Tigers” was used by LSU’s athletic teams. It origin- 
ated from the symbol which identified the Louisiana Regiment 
during the Civil War, and was first used on campus by Colonel 
David Boyd, ex-soldier and second LSU president. 

Dubbed “Sheik” at birth in a Little Rock, Ark., zoo, the sleek 
Bengal was purchased for $750 raised by voluntary subscriptions 
of the student body. The project was headed by student Ed La- 
borde, swimming coach W. G. “Hickey” Higginbotham and trainer 
Mike Chambers, after whom he was named. 

A papier-mache Tiger, a realistic replica of LSU’s illustrious 
Bengal, was for more than a decade used as the prized mascot of 
the Old War Skule. Mike’s live predecessor, “Little Eat-’em-up,” 
a South American bob-tailed tiger, was brought to the campus 
in 1924, but didn’t stay around long. LSU didn’t win a major 
game that year. 

A happy bachelor, Mike dosen’t seem to care about the average 
life of captive tigers being 17—he’s 18 on October 10. 

A non-vegetarian, he dines but once a day, the menu consist- 
ing of between eight and 12 pounds of meat, with a trough of 
water and a slab of salt on tap for a digestive aid. Every three 
weeks he gets a quart of milk and three eggs to maintain the gloss 
in his fur. 
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Louisiana State University 


— was founded in 1860 near Alexandria, La., as the Louisi- 
ana State Seminary of Learning. 

— had as its first president Major William Techumseh Sher- 
man, later and best known for his march through Georgia during 
the Civil War. 

— moved to the State School for the Deaf in Baton Rouge 
after fire destroyed the Seminary building in Alexandria in 1869. 

— became Louisiana State University in 1870. 

— got its full name in 1877 when it was merged with the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College, previously located at New 
Orleans. 

— moved again in 1886 to the U. S. Military Post in Baton 
Rouge where the State Capitol grounds are located today. 

—transferred its operations to its present campus between 
1925 and 1932. 

— has a physical plant valued at approximately $40 million, 
including over 700 buildings and 10,700 acres of land. 

— has a campus architectural style patterned after that of 
northern Italy. 

— employs approximately 2,800 people on its faculty and 
staff. 

— has more than 500,000 volumes in its libraries. 

— conferred its first graduate degree in 1869. 

— established a School of Medicine and a full scale gradu- 
ate school in 1931. 

— admitted its first woman student — Miss Olivia Davis — 
in 1904. 

— offers more than 1,800 courses leading to 67 degrees. 

— has at least one graduate on the staff of every sugar fac- 
tory in the world. 

— attracts students from nearly all of the 48 states and more 
than 50 foreign countries. 

— got the name “Tigers” from, a Louisiana regiment in the 
Confederate army by the same name.
